Detective Busy in This City in

Search for Von Plcklor's
Slayer

BLOODY CAP IS FOUND

Clues have been found In

which may lead to the nrrest of
the slaer of Ilrinrlch von Tickler, nld
to have been a Oerman count. He was
killed In Atlantic City n week ago.

A checked cap said to have belonged
to the RUKpect shifted the hunt to thin
city. The cap Is stained with blood,
and detectives are declared to know who
owns It.

Captain of Detectives Bonder said
Harry Wilson, n private detective em-
ployed by County Trosecutor Onsklll,
had been In Philadelphia since Tues-
day night running out clues In connec-
tion with the murder.

"Hut he has not consulted mc, or
sought the of tht Philadel-
phia authorities," Captnln Souder said.

The man wanted is about thirty years
old and weighs about 100 pounds. He
Is and hns straight
black hair. He Is sitid to wear "Hashy"
clothes.

Itohbery and reveugc were given ns
motives for the crime by Atlantic Citv
police. Wilson says Von Plckler was
known to have a considerable sum of
money on his person, which was miss-
ing when the body was found.

During the war Von Plck'c wns
frank In denouncing his fatherland. At
one time, the detectives say, he was
npproached by Oerman secret ugents,
whom he repulsed.
